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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: in response to Applicant's arguments regarding 
the amount of Mn present in the alloy of Kulmburg, Applicant is reminded that the teachings of the prior art should not be construed as 
being limited only to specific examples contained therein. Applicant's statement at page 2, lines 1 1-13 of the specification is an 
admission of prior art because it states that "recently introduced" porcelains have certain coefficients of expansions. Thus, this is an 
admission that those porcelains existed before the present invention. Regarding the arguments about the addition of Au, the fact that 
applicant has recognized another advantage which would flow naturally from following the suggestion of the prior art cannot be the basis 
for patentability when the differences would otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya. 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1985)
